FUNDING 

PERMITS AND APPROVALS 

The first and most obvious benefit is that it addresses an equity issue whereby Girls High School Softball has both a 
Varsity and a separate Junior Varsity field, whereas SHS Boys Baseball despite more players currently has only a 
single 90’ field shared by all high school teams, and more than 150 total players including Little League, Legions, and 
several mens teams. Furthermore, the construction of an athletic field is directly aligned with the stated intention of the 
Community Preservation Act which provides for the “acquisition, creation, preservation, rehabilitation and restoration of 
land for recreational use.”

We have met with the Recreation Department, who is happy to assist us with the execution of this project. The Select 
Board has expressed support for the proposal at their 9/21/2021 meeting, and indicated they may allocate at least a 
portion of the Toll Brothers athletic field money for construction. The Advisory Committee has already voted in favor of 
recommending the project. In addition, the Recreation Commission has delivered a letter of support.

It is our opinion, shared by many, that Scituate Little League should not be in charge of project-managing the design and 
construction of this field. It really should be the purview of the town and/or Scituate High School. We have spoken with 
both parties. The Recreation Department has indicated their willingness to work with SLL and provide any and all support 
necessary. The high school wishes to be good partners and support the Recreation Department in any way they can.

As you may be aware, the town was given $400k from the Toll Brothers as part of an agreement reached during the 
negotiation of the Seaside at Scituate development. These funds are earmarked for athletic field development, and
on November 19, 2019, the Select Board and Town Administrator agreed to use a portion for the development of a JV 
Field behind the former Gates Middle School. Our funding request from CPC for the eventual construction of the field 
will be reduced by the amount the Select Board ultimately chooses to allocate (or excess funds returned to CPC at the 
project’s conclusion). The funds for this phase, the design portion, will be entirely paid out of CPC funds awarded for 
this application.

For its part, Scituate Little League currently spends $30k-40k or more annually to maintain and enhance other athletic
fields in town, so we do not expect to contribute directly to the field construction, but we do expect to spend much of 
our field improvement budget going forward to subsidize future equipment purchases that will benefit all field users.

Development of this field on any existing town property is going to result in some scheduling challenges for not just baseball 
but other sports as well that share the field(s) at the eventual site. The intention is for this new 90’ field to be multi-purpose 
in order to minimize those challenges, and we intend to engage with the other youth sports groups in town to determine 
how we can best meet the needs of all impacted athletic programs. While no plan is perfect, the most important thing at this 
time in our opinion is restoring a second 60/90 field for baseball because they are currently the most severely impacted.

Rough estimate: The design phase is expected to cost no more than $75,000 and
will address the following aspects of the project:

● Design Study (two sites - currently assume Central Field and Old Gates Field)
○ Review potential field layouts and associated impacts
○ Review other potential site enhancements (ie. parking improvements and walking

trail at Old Gates)
○ Provide rendered site plans and other supporting imagery for community input
○ Provide conceptual opinions of probable costs based on site plans
○ Assumes 3 meetings with a Project Working Group (recommend a combination

of baseball, school, recreation and maybe a non-affiliated but interested resident)
● Community Engagement (5 meetings - two community meetings, one BOS, one CPC

solicit input from the community, abutters and field user groups
■ Second meeting would be a presentation of the preferred design that will

be presented to CPC and the BOS
○ After the second community meeting the following presentations would be

scheduled:
■ Board of Selectmen
■ CPC
■ Advisory Committee

● Design Development and Construction Documents
○ Survey of the parcel
○ Geotechnical explorations (for the tension netting system foundations)
○ Design plans are anticipated to include the following:

■ Site preparation and erosion control plan
■ Site preparation and erosion control details
■ Layout and materials plan
■ Grading, drainage and utilities plan
■ Drainage and utility details
■ Site and athletic details
